One Zulu, in full fighting trim 
and with a war shield lashed to his 
back, smashed through the streets 
on a motor cycle to reach the 
Prince’s levee. A Kaffir paraded 
the ground near the Prigce’s head- 
quarters attired in navy blue trou- 
sers, a black dinner suit waistcoat 
and a rough imitation of a tail 
coat made from wildcat skins. 

The place of honor fronting the 
platform where the Prince re- 
ceived addresses ‘from the chiefs 
was occupied by an ancient Kaffir 
dressed in a black bordered’ red 
blanket and a soft felt hat four 
sizes too small and covered with 
the accumulat4d dirt of many years.

SUIT OVER 0G 


Jury Decides “Princey”’ Was 
Not Vicious and Denies Her 
Action for Damages. 


“Princey,” a S8cotch terrier, 
was playful and not vicious, a jury 
In Circuit Judge Mix’s Court de- 


cided today in returning the ver- 
dict for the defendants in a $5000 
for alleged injury to her left arm’ 
for alleged injur yto her left arm 
caused by the dog biting her.

“One 
neighbor testified that he had been 
bitten by the terrier and that he 
warned the owners that the animal 
was vicious. Another spoke of it 
6s “‘snapping” at persons, 

Grocer Boys Testify. 

To counteract this testimony the 
defense called several grocer boys, 
the butcher, the gas inspector, a 
city water inspector, the iceman 
and several neighbors. 

The grocer boys thought that 
“Princey” was playful, the gas‘ 
man said it treated him as a mem- 
ber of the family, and the water 
inspector said he never had any 
trouble with the dog, although he 
had a great deal of experience with 
other dogs and was competent to 
judge a bad dog. 

Suit Delayed Three Years. 

Counsel for the defense vrought 
out that Mrs. Garthoeffner did not 
file her suit until three years after 
the dog bit her. The suit was 


given the plaintiff notice to vatate 
the Laclede avenue premises fol- 
lowing a dispute over the storage 
of some furniture. 

Mrs. Garthoeffner asserted that 
her injury is of a permanent nature 
and that it has greatly impaired 
the use of her hand. 

Princey’s present whereabouts 
is a mystery. Testimony from the 
plaintiff's side was that the dog 
had been choloformed, but the de- 
fense declared it “just strayed 
away.”

POLICE ADMIT FALSE 
CHAPMAN EVIDENCE 


| Three Connecticut Officers Say 
| They Believed Prosecutor 
Wanted Perjured Testimony.

A Post-Dispatch reporter asked 
young Dillon today, at his home, 
726 Heman avenue, University City, 
if he was now willing to tell where 
he was on April 29 and 30 and 
answer other questions suggested 
by the investigation. 7 

“No Use Asking Me.” 

“IT am still taking the advice of 
my lawyers to say nothing about 
any phase of the case,”’ he replied 
in the pleasant, even tones 
marked him during the inquiry.
